About the only people who 
pay real taxes in France are industrial 
workers, white collar workers and gov­ 
ernm ent employees — thanks to payroll 
deductions. But in the higher brackets 
taxes are just not collected. 
During the tax year 1951-1952 for in­ 
stance, 
only 
7,300 
Frenchmen 
declared 
income taxes on a salary of more than 
$6,000 a year. Of these, 2,000 were gov­ 
ernm ent officials whose salaries are a 
m atter of public record and who there­ 
fore could not fudge. Another 1,000 were 
officials of semi-government institutions 
— railroads, banks, gas and utility com­ 
panies—w'hose salaries also are known. 
This left 4.300 Frenchmen who claimed 
they were paid 
6,000 or more. Since 
the number should have been nearer 100,- 
0000. this meant that about 95,000 F rench­ 
men in the upper brackets simply cheated 
on their income taxes. 
And the French government did ab­ 
solutely nothing about it.

France. 
French taxes are plenty high—higher 
than ours. If a Frenchman makes $10,000, 
he pays around 65 per cent. If he goes 
much higher than this the taxes are al­ 
most confiscatory. But the upper bracket 
French simply do not pay, and the gov­ 
ernm ent makes little effort to collect. 
Meanwhile, 
workers—with 
taxes 
de­ 
ducted from the payrolls— do pay. and 
this was one of the biggest basic reasons 
behind the crippling strikes. 
NO HOUSING 
Reason No. 2— Was the zooming price 
of food. Food prices in France are actual­ 
ly higher 
than 
in 
the 
United 
States, 
though wages are much lower. 
Reason 
No. 
3— Was 
almost 
complete 
failure hy the French government to do 
anything about housing. 
After the war, the French government 
instituted a low-cost housing program u n ­ 
der which apartm ents were to be built by 
the government and rented primarily to 
war veterans. However, they are being 
built so slowly that one veteran friend of 
mine with a long and heroic record will 
have to wait 87 years before he can get 
an apartment. Paris needs 200,000 apart­ 
ments and the government is building 
them at the rate of 1.200 a year. 
The government is also subsidizing a 
housing 
program 
by 
private 
industry. 
About 4.000 are now' built and are selling 
like hot cakes for around $20,000. 
The sight of wealthy citizens gobbling 
up these apartm ents built through the aid 
of French government funds also helped 
induce the strikes. 
Premier 
Daniel, 
himself 
one of the 
wealthier men of France, made the mis­ 
take of tightening the French economic 
belt 
at 
the 
expense 
of 
the 
working 
classes, not the upper brackets. Result: 
Blazing indignation 
from 
the 
Catholic 
trade unions and the moderate non-Com- 
munist unions. The strikes they started 
are bound to flare again, unless French 
economic inequalities get back into bal­ 
ance. 
Note—French workers also watched the 1 
way French winegrowers blocked roads, I 
held up all traffic in wine areas until the 
government agreed to buy their surplus 
wine.

Numberless people are 
troubled 
from 
time to time with hives, or urticaria, a con­ 
dition commonly classified with the aller­ 
gic-. J. H., for example, writes: “I have 
been troubled with hives lately and w an­ 
der if there is a cause for them. I also want 
to I.now if there is any immediate cure foi 
the terrible things.” 
The characteristic appearance of 
hives 
cot ists of reddish, swollen spots on the 
skin accompanied by intense itching. These 
spots may last tor only a few hours and 
then disappear without apparent reason, or 
may go on for days o reven weeks. 
There is no one “cause” since urticaria 
can develop from a great many 
different 
things, and therefore, in a way, it is 
not 
proper to call it a single disease. 
There appears to be something special 
about the person who has urticaria which 
makes it possible. For example, most peo­ 
ple can eat strawberries without develop­ 
ing hives but a few break out with 
urti­ 
caria if they eat even a single berry. 
Urticaria can follow from 
almost 
any 
food or drug, almost any infection, heat, 
furs, insect bites or 
innumerable 
other 
causes. Curiously enough, 
most 
patients 
with urticaria do not show a akin reaction 


when given the skin tests with the offend­ 
ing agent. This is difficult to explain, but, 
of course, has greatly complicated the iden­ 
tification of the cause in many 
cases 
of 
obscure origin. 
SHOULD FIND CAUSE 
When possible the cause of hives should 
be disroveicd. lf the cause, whether food 
or something else, 
can 
be 
pin-pointed, 
avoidance of that substance will 
usually 
cause the urticaria to disappear, and sh u n ­ 
ning the offending substance usually p re ­ 
vents its reappearance. 
Other than finding the 
cause, 
medical 
j treatment is often disappointing. There is 
I nothing which can be put on the surface 
I of the skin to m ake the hives disappear, al- 
j though the itching often can be partly re­ 
lieved. Epinephrine or adrenalin, which is 
useful in many allergies, has proved dis­ 
appointing. 
The diugs known as antihistamines, 
of 
which there are several kinds on the m ark ­ 
et, often prove helpful. 
When 
properly 
used they may relieve tile symptoms 
for 
hours though they do not cure the under­ 
lying cause. Chronic, long lasting urticaria, 
constitutes an exceedingly difficult p ro b ­ 
lem.

PROPERTY AND TAXES — Persons who 
own taxable property, either real estate or 
personal, are often in disagreement 
with 
the official, called an assessor, who d eter­ 
mines the value of the property 
for 
tax 
purposes. 
In Michigan counties there is a tax as­ 
sessor for each of the governmental units. 
One for each of the township®, the cities 
Delta county has 16 assessors because it 
nas 14 townships and two cities. 
The big question for the property ow n­ 
ing taxpayer is this: Couldn’t one trained 
man. employed to do assessing on a coun­ 
ty-wide basis, perform a better and more , 
equitable job for the people? 
The question has been 
debated 
m any 
time in recent years in Michigan because 
of the friction between the cities and the 
townships when the annual 
problem 
of 
equalizing valuations rolls around. 
For no two local assessors appear able 
to see eye to eye on property values for tax 
purposes, which brings disagreement, in ­ 
equities in value as between 
units, 
and 
sometimes charges of discrimination and 
appeals to the state tax commission. 
•

* 
PROS AND CONS—Charles Schmidt, Es­ 
canaba city assessor, some time 
ago 
ad ­ 
dressed a session of the Michigan M unici­ 
pal League on the subject, “Pros and Cons 
of County-W ide Assessor System.” His talk 
received favorable comment and 
should 
receive wider hearing. 
“The problem of equalization between 
the cities and townships of each county, 
so that each pays a fair share of the cost 
of county and school district government 
has long been 
a 
vexing 
problem 
In 
Michigan,” Assessor Schmidt notes. 
“To eliminate the friction between city 
and township governments there has been 
advanced the id< a of creation of a courity- 
wide assessment system." 
From another 
authority 
favoring 
the 
present “decentralized” 
system, 
Schm idt 
presents arguments against 
the 
county- 
wide system: 
I—Boards of sutler visors in 
appointing

COUNTY-WIDE SYSTEM—“ I am of th* 
opinion that the most important .single im ­ 
provement that could be made would be 
the ci cation of larger assessment districts,’ 
Schmidt contends. 
“The National Association of Assessing 
Officers has advocated the principle that 
a n y assessment district should 
be 
large 
enough in both area and taxable resources 
to w arrant the employment of at least on* 
full time assessor and one full time assis­ 
tant. 
“The pamphlet ‘Property Tax A dm inis­ 
tration in Michigan’ advocates the appoint­ 
ment of a county assessor on a merit basis 
of qualifying examinations held 
by 
th* 
State Tax Commission. 
“Removal of the 
assessor 
from 
th* 
pressures 
of 
the 
electoral 
processes 
would provide the opportunity for more 
scientific and equitable assessment. 
“ I further believe that greater 
strength 
would be brought to the assessment proce­ 
dure by the appointment of district super­ 
visors on a merit basis by the 
State 
Tax 
Commission. 
The>e 
supervisors 
would 
train, supervise, and generally assist local 
assessors. 
“In effect the plan would 
reduce 
the 
num ber of assessors from 1800 to possibly 
less than 200 in Michigan. Instead of 1800 
I local Boards of 
Review 
which 
function 
haphazardly and ineffectively there would 
be need for only one in each 
larg* 
city, 
probably one in most counties.”

CAUSE AND EFFECT- Schmidt touches 
on the history of property 
taxation 
and 
points out that in Michigan the legal basis 
for the present administration of property 
tax is the Act of 1893 as amended. 
He points to the 
city 
of Cheboygan. 
Mich., with a population of about 8,000, 
five wards and five assessors, as an e x ­ 
ample of the need for reform. Each of 
the five assessors approaches 
his 
task 
from a viewpoint so different the State 
Tax 
Commission 
chairman 
called

"appalling.” 
In advocating the county-wide 
as.se.sf.- 
m ent system, Schm idt described the pres­ 
ent system as “complicated and aw k w ard ” 
and in need of “streamlining to meet pres­ 
ent conditions.” 
“ I do not believe the tight solution

the present property tax structure is p o u r­ 
ing more money in expensive patch work 
that will apparently have only one trend— 
the expenditure of still more money.”

Deal With Spain 


VATICAN CITY I* —A new con­ 
cordat was signed today at the 
Vatican between the Holy See and 
Spain, which have been without a j 
full formal agreem ent since the 
Spanish Civil War. 
The concordat was signed in the 
Hall of Congregations at the Apos­ 
tolic Palace by plenipotentiary re­ 
presentatives of Pope Pius XII 
and the Spanish chief of state, Gen 
Francisco Franco. 
It heals a breach opened bet­ 
ween the Holy See and Catholic 
Spain in 1931. 
The Vatican contends the con­ 
cordat of 1859 was broken at that 
time by the Spanish state, with the 
result of open defiance of previous 
agreem ents and the promulgation 
of laws regarded by the Holy See 
as hostile to the church. 
Since that tim e three lim ited 
agreem ents had been reached bet­ 
ween the Vatican and Madrid. 

Vatican 
newspaper, said the new concordat 
“ is the crown and completion of 
previous agreem ents” and broad­ 
ens but do^s not essentially change 
relations between the church and 
state.

What has caused this situation 
and w hat is being done

it? To get the answ ers NEA 
conducted its own survey in rep­ 
resentative cities throughout the 
country and consulted the U. S.

One ol the m od striking fin d ­ 
ings is th at in big cities people 
are actually moving aw ay from 
the schools. This singular situation 
is the result of the big population 
m ovem ent, in recent /e a rs, from 
the center of cities to suburbs 
It has had the effect, in some 
cases, of creating em pty school­ 
rooms in th e m iddle of tow n and 
hopeless overcrow ding in suburbs, 
where school building ju st hasn’t 
been able to keep up w ith hom e 
building 
In n ortheast Johnson County, 
Kansas, a suburb of K ansas City, 
the public school enrollm ent has 
jum ped from 4824 in 1943 to an 
expected 12,679 this year. Classes 
are being held in a church base­ 
ment and in the partitioned sec­ 
tion of a bowling alley.

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Gen. Bradley Says 
U.S. Is In Race With 
Fast Soviet Science 


By LEWIS GULICK 
WASHINGTON 
iJP) — G e n . 
Omar N. Bradley says America’s 
civilian and military leaders soon 
must make decisions in the battle 
of science with Russia that will af­ 
fect “our very survival as a na­ 
tion.’* 
New weapons are so important, 
he declared, that they “are begin­ 
ning to shake the present division 
of functions between 
the 
Army, 
Navy and Air Force.” 
He urged fuller use of scientific 
advances through giving scientists 
a large share in strategic plan­ 
ning, including advice to the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. 
Bradley’s views—in brief, that 
the country’s best protection lies 
in boosting its scientific and tech­ 
nological lead over the Soviets — 
were carried in an article in the 
issue of the Saturday 
Evening 
Post out today. 
The 60-year-old careei soldier 
retired Aug. 13 as chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. Now he is 
board chairman of Bulova Re­ 
search and Development, Inc. 
“Soviet technical progress, like 
ours, is moving at an ever faster 
tempo,” Bradley w'rote. “As the 
pace gets hotter, the choices of 
what we must do become harder. 
"Some of these choices, touch­ 
ing the question of our very sur­ 
vival as a nation, now loom close 
ahead of our civilian and military 
leaders.” 
Bradley listed 
among 
urgent 
problems facing U. S. leaders: 
1. Giving more atomic inform a­ 
tion to U. S. Allies, because at 
present “we can give our most 
trusted allied friends only meag­ 
er information about weapons on 
which their survival as well as 
ours may depend.” 
2. Giving the American people 
more information on atomic de­ 
velopments so they may at least
